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From  the  Centennial  Address  of 
Hon.  Hugh  Blair  Grigsby 

Delivered  at  Hampden-Sidney  College,  June  14,  1876 
By  Charles  William  Dabney,  President  of  the  Hampden-Sidney  Alumni  Association 


THIS  was  an  historical  address  concerned  chiefly  with 
the  services  and  sacrifices  of  the  early  Trustees,  Presi- 
dents and  Professors  of  the  College.  It  was  one  of  the  most 
eloquent  addresses  ever  delivered  at  the  College  and  a  most 
valuable  contribution  to  the  history  of  education  in  Virginia. 
After  showing  what  noble  work  had  been  done  in  all  the 
years  by  a  faculty  embarrassed  constantly  by  want  of  means 
and  how  many  of  its  ablest  presidents  and  professors  had,  at 
different  times,  been  forced  by  poverty  to  seek  other  fields  of 
labor,  the  distinguished  speaker  concluded  his  great  oration 
with  this  appeal  to  the  sons  of  the  College: 

"We  now  close  the  account  of  the  men  who  presided  in 
your  institution  during  the  century  that  is  past;  and  it  may 
be  said  that  they  would  have  conferred  honor  on  the  first 
colleges  of  the  country.  They  did  a  great  work  in  their  day 
and  generation ;  but  they  passed  through  many  trials.  It  is 
painful  to  reflect  that  the  resignations  of  every  one  of  these 
able  men  were  brought  about  by  the  low  state  of  the  finances 
of  the  College.  Men  who,  if  they  had  engaged  in  secular 
pursuits,  would  have  achieved  the  highest  rewards  of  wealth 
and  distinction,  could  not  afford  to  trust  to  the  uncertain 
developments  of  a  distant  future  for  the  payment  of  the 
present  debt,  and  they  were  reluctantly  compelled  to  seek 
elsewhere  for  that  maintenance  for  themselves  and  their 
families  which  was  denied  them  here.  Let  us  take  warning 
from  the  past.  Let  us  remember  those  words  which  were 
uttered  by  divine  lips,  that  'other  men  labored,  and  that  we 
have  entered  into  their  labors,'  and  that  it  is  our  duty  not 
only  to  hallow  the  memory  of  our  benefactors,  but  to  aid  in 
carrying  successfully  forward  those  schemes  which  they  in- 
augurated so  early  and  upheld  so  faithfully  for  the  welfare  of 
their  fellow  men.  Let  us  learn  from  the  sad  experience  of 
our  fathers  the  great  lesson  that  in  a  sparsely  settled,  tobacco- 
planting  region,  the  income  of  which  is  as  variable  as  the 
seasons,  no  literary  institution  can  rely  for  support  on  the 
receipts  derived  from  the  tuition  of  the  ever-varying  number 
of  pupils ;  and  that  unless  it  be  sustained  by  a  permanent 
fund  to  relieve  the  present  and  pressing  emergency,  we  must 
lose,  as  we  have  heretofore  lost,  the  services  of  the  ablest 
teachers,  and  the  ability  to  obtain  others ;  and  that  the  in- 
stitution which  has  been  reared  by  our  ancestors  will  be  a 
mere  meteor  casting  now  and  then  a  sudden  flash  through  the 
darkness  that  surrounds  it,  instead  of  becoming  a  permanent 
orb  which  shall  diffuse  in  its  constant  and  steady  revolutions 
the  healing  light  of  science  and  literature  throughout  the 
land. 

"Let  me  remind  you  of  the  solemn  truth  that  when  the 
ceremonies  of  this  centennial  commencement  shall  have  ended, 


we  shall  never  behold  another;  that  before  the  recurrence 
of  a  similar  occasion,  the  young  and  the  old,  the  good  and 
the  beautiful  and  the  brave  and  the  wise — every  human  being 
now  within  this  hall,  as  well  as  all  who  are  beyond  it,  will 
have  been  sleeping  for  years  and,  perhaps,  for  generations  in 
the  sepulchres  that  now  hold  the  ashes  of  their  sires;  and  that 
it  now  rests  with  them  whether  they  shall  perish  as  the  leaves 
stripped  from  the  tree  by  the  passing  wind,  or  be  remembered 
with  gratitude  and  praise  by  those  who  shall  succeed  them. 
The  immortality  of  honor  can  only  be  purchased  with  a  price. 
The  sluggard  slays  no  giant,  and  wins  no  rule;  and  whoever 
fails  to  sow  in  due  season  reaps  no  harvest  from  the  most 
fertile  soil.  Yet,  how  precious  the  thought  and  desire  that, 
though  our  very  names  and  race  shall  have  passed  from  the 
patrimonial  land  of  our  love,  we  shall  be  remembered  as  the 
benefactors  of  our  fellow  men;  to  know  that  when  another 
centennial  sun  shall  shine  upon  this  scene,  our  own  humble 
services  will  be  held  in  memory ;  and  that  our  own  names 
will  be  honored  with  praise.  If  such  an  emotion  stirs  your 
bosom,  rally  to  the  support  of  your  noble  institution.  Write 
your  names,  ere  it  is  too  late,  in  that  book  which  will  be 
opened  on  that  next  centennial  morning  in  the  halls  of 
Hampden-Sidney.  Oh!  Spare  the  blush  of  your  descendant 
who  shall  on  that  day  seek  in  its  votive  pages  the  ancestral 
name — and  seek  in  vain. 

"And  as  we  began  our  review  of  the  past  century  with  a 
grateful  recognition  of  the  benignant  care  of  an  overruling 
Providence  in  the  years  that  are  gone,  so  let  us  end  by  invok- 
ing the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift  to  bless  ourselves 
and  our  descendants,  and  to  uphold  and  cherish  us  and  the 
noble  institution  of  our  fathers  in  the  years  that  are  to 
come." 

Impoverished  by  war  and  oppressed  by  unjust  taxation, 
Virginia  was  not  able  for  many  years  to  do  for  her  educa- 
tional institutions  what  should  have  been  done.  Her  public 
and  private  institutions  continued  to  survive,  though  im- 
poverished, for  so  long  that  her  people  got  the  idea  that  they 
could  live  without  money.  But  that  time  is  past.  The 
people  of  Virginia  and  the  South  are  prospering  again  and 
they  are  beginning  to  realize  their  duty  to  their  colleges,  as 
is  shown  in  the  increasing  gifts  to  her  private,  and  appropria- 
tions to  her  public,  institutions.  It  is  a  fact,  however,  that 
Hampden-Sidney  has  not  yet  received  the  benefit  of  this  re- 
vival. In  all  the  years  she  has  received  only  one  private 
donation  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Shall  we  not  now  listen  to  Grigsby's  eloquent  appeal  and 
endeavor  to  make  good  for  our  Alma  Mater  what  we  have 
owed  her  all  these  years?

He  has  been  an  inspiration  to 
the  editors  of  The  Record  and  his 
contributions  to  its  pages  have  been 
of  great  value.  The  shortcomings  of 
the  present  issue,  the  Editors  hope, 
will  be  overlooked,  and  would,  no 
doubt,  have  been  largely  rectified  had 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Dabney  been 
available.

R.  E.  L.  Ruffner 
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In  the  sudden  and  tragic  death  of 
R.  E.  L.  Ruffner,  of  Charleston, 
West  Virginia  (a  brief  sketch  of  whom 

appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue),  Hampden-Sidney  College  has 
sustained  a  heavy  loss.  Among  the  younger  alumni  Mr.  Ruffner 
stood  out  in  a  class  by  himself  in  interest  and  loyalty.  Busy 
man  though  he  was,  engaged  in  major  activities  for  his  city 
and  his  section  of  his  state,  leading  many  of  these  activities 
himself  with  consummate  skill,  he  never  lost  sight  of  his  old 
College.  He  constantly  had  it  in  mind  and  would  frequently 
snatch  time  from  his  duties  to  scratch  off  a  short  note  to  those 
connected  with  the  institution,  advising  them  of  prospective 
students  and  following  this  up  so  closely  that  he  was  the 
means  of  sending  many  boys  to  Hampden-Sidney  who  would 
otherwise  have  gone  elsewhere.  Not  only  was  this  true,  but 
where  means  were  lacking,  he  would  often  aid  the  student 
financially. 

When  his  fraternity  sought  to  purchase  a  Chapter  Home 
here  he  not  only  contributed  himself,  but  took  upon  himself 
the  duty  of  soliciting  funds  from  all  members  of  his  frater- 
nity residing  in  his  section,  and  it  was  largely  through  his 
efforts  that  the  plan  was  a  success. 

He  was  particularly  interested  in  athletics,  having  played 
a  star  position  on  the  team  during  his  entire  college  career, 
and  was  always  on  the  alert  to  see  to  it  that  boys  from  pre- 
paratory schools  intending  to  enter  college  had  Hampden- 
Sidney's  advantages  fully  presented  to  them  in  a  forceful, 
but  truthful,  way. 

Few  men,  in  so  short  a  time,  had  taken  such  an  important 
position  in  all  matters  looking  to  the  advancement  of  his  city 
and  state.  He  had  the  remarkable  faculty  of  pursuing  his 
undertakings  with  unremitting  persistence,  until  he  saw  them 
accomplished  facts,  accompanying  his  unusual  driving  power 
with  a  diplomacy  and  tact  which  invariably  brought  success 
to  his  efforts. 

His  memory  will  be  held  in  deep  affection  by  the  College 
and  all  its  friends.

It  may  not  be  a  disgrace  to  die  rich.  We  have  never  done  it  and 
we  never  expect  to.  .  .  .

SEVERAL  months  ago  President  Eggleston  suggested  to 
Captain  James  A.  Baker,  a  prominent  attorney  of 
Houston,  Texas,  and  a  descendant  of  Archibald  McRobert, 
that  it  would  be  appropriate  to  have  the  latter's  dust  removed 
from  near  Kingsville,  Virginia,  to  the  College  Church 
Cemetery,  and  a  suitable  monument  erected  to  his  memory. 
Captain  Baker  promptly  authorized  that  this  be  done. 

Since  1807  Archibald  McRobert's  grave  has  been  in  an  old 
field  about  two  hundred  yards  east  of  the  home  of  Mr.  Branch 
Rodgers,  at  Kingsville.  At  the  time  of  McRobert's  death 
an  Episcopal  church  was  standing  at  this  spot.  It  went  into 
decay  after  the  War  of  the  Revolution  and,  subsequently,  was 
sold  and  taken  down.  Tradition  says  that  some  of  the 
timbers  were  used  to  build  "Whitehall"  between  Kingsville 
and  the  Mettauer  home ;  and  that  some  of  the  timbers  were 
used  in  the  old  College  Hall.  The  old  pulpit,  now  made 
into  a  table,  is  in  the  home  of  Misses  Anna  and  Sally  Dick- 
inson. 

At  the  close  of  the  Revolution  a  body  of  French  soldiers 
encamped  at  Kingsville  and  tradition  states  that  seventy  of 
them  died  of  smallpox,  the  church  being  used  as  a  hospital. 
The  graves  of  these  soldiers  can  still  be  seen  in  the  old  field 
near  by,  and  from  time  to  time  French  coins  have  been 
plowed  up. 

From  Captain  Baker  I  have  been  able  to  get  an  exact  copy 
of  a  paper  now  in  the  hands  of  his  sister,  Mrs.  George 
Thompson : 

"Tho:  London. 

I  do  declare  that  I  will  conform  to  the  Liturgy  of  the 
Church    of    England    as    it    is    now    by    Law    established. — 

Arch'   McRobert. 

This  declaration  was  made  and  subscribed  before  us  by 
the  said  Archibald  McRobert  (Clerk)  to  be  licensed  to  per- 
form the  Ministerial  Office  in  the  Province  of  Virginia  in 
America,  the  25th  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
1761,  and  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  our  Translations." 

Mrs.  Thompson  writes,  "Archibald  McRobert  was  so 
finely  educated,  both  in  literature,  languages,  etc.,  and  for  the 
ministry,  that  I  imagine  he  must  have  been  about  23  or  25 
years  of  age  when  he  came  to  this  country  in  1761."  He 
came  from  Scotland,  and  Bishop  Meade  states  that  he  was 
ordained  in  1763  and  was  on  the  list  of  clergy  in  Dale 
Parish  in  1773,  1774,  1776. 

The  Chesterfield  County  Court  records  show  that  he  was 
indicted  at  the  May  Court,  1772,  as  follows:  "The  Rev- 
erend Archibald  McRobert,  Minister  of  Dale  Parish,  for 
making  use  of  Hymns,  or  Poems,  in  the  Church  Service  in- 
stead of  David's  Psalms,  contrary  to  Law  within  twelve 
months  last  past."  The  case  came  to  trial  at  the  March 
Court,  1774,  and  the  jury,  after  hearing  the  argument, 
rendered  the  following  verdict,  which  might  be  called  a 
"dog-fall":  "We,  of  the  Jury,  do  find  that  the  Deft,  has 
used  Hymns,  or  Poems,  other  than  the  Psalms  of  David 
after  the  Communion  Service  and  after  Sermon.  If,  upon 
the  whole,  the  Law  be  against  the  Deft,  we  find  him  guilty, 
but  if  the  Law  be  for  the  Deft,  we  find  him  not  guilty." 
The  case  was  continued,  but  apparently  never  came  to  trial 
again. 


McRobert  became  the  minister  of  St.  Patrick's  Parish,  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  in  1777,  succeeding  the  Rev.  James 
Garden.  In  May,  1776,  he  had  bought  270  acres  of  land 
next  to  the  glebe  lands  in  Prince  Edward,  and  another  tract 
next  to  the  lands  of  Peyton  Randolph  and  others.  In 
August,  1778,  he  bought,  from  the  Vestry  of  St.  Patrick's 
Parish,  500  acres  of  "land  hitherto  held  and  possessed  as  the 
glebe  of  said  Parish  and  County." 

He  was  an  ardent  patriot  and  his  views  led  him  to  with- 
draw from  the  Establishment  about  1779.  The  community 
in  which  he  resided  was  becoming  increasingly  Presbyterian 
and  in  1787  he  united  with  that  Church.  His  charges  had 
been  the  French  Church,  at  Kingsville,  the  Sandy  River 
Church,  and  Walker's  Church,  near  Prospect. 


In  November,  1775,  McRobert  qualified  as  a  Trustee  of 
Hampden-Sidney  Academy,  and  in  1783  as  a  Charter 
Trustee  of  the  College.  He  resigned  in  1795.  The  Minutes 
of  the  Board  show  that  he  was  very  active  in  his  interest  in 
the  College  and  often  presided  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Bishop  Meade,  in  his  "Old  Families,"  gives  extended 
sketches  of  McRobert,  and  implies  that  he  left  the  Establish- 
ment because  the  patriot  cause  was  popular  in  Prince  Edward. 
But  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  his  moral  courage  or  as  to  his 
ability  to  maintain  his  convictions.  He  was  a  sturdy  Scotsman 
with  an  excellent  education,  a  leader  in  a  time  of  stress  and 
storm.  His  whole  career  indicated  his  sympathy  with  the 
American  cause. 

He  married  Elizabeth  Mumford,  daughter  of  Robert 
Mumford,  of  Prince  George  County,  and  his  wife,  Anna 
(Bland)  Mumford.  His  will,  which  was  recorded  December 
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21,  1807,  in  Prince  Edward  County,  mentions  a  son, 
Eb'enezer;  a  daughter,  Elizabeth  Carter,  wife  of  Samuel 
Carter;  a  son,  Theodorick ;  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth.  He 
left  to  his  son,  Ebenezer,  certain  books  from  his  library,  "and 
as  to  the  rest  of  my  books,  my  will  is  that  such  of  them  as 
may  coincide  with  the  design  of  the  theological  library  lately 
instituted  at  Hampden-Sidney  College,  be  given  to  the 
Trustees  of  that  Institution  and  to  their  successors  forever 
for  the  benefit  thereof.  Particularly,  my  desire  is  that 
Pool's  Annotations  on  the  Holy  Bible,  Dr.  Campbell's 
Gospel,  Dr.  Reynolds'  and  Dr.  South's  Sermons  shall  be  of 
the  number  of  the  books  designed  in  this  bequest." 

In  his  will  he  orders  that  several  manuscripts  of  proposed 
books  shall  be  destroyed.  In  conclusion,  his  will  says,  "my 
beloved  wife,  Elizabeth  McRobert,  shall,  at  her  option, 
reside  where  she  may  think  best.     .     .     .     My  design   in 


this  is  to  free  her  from  all  embarrassment  in  the  management 
of  negroes  and  all  perplexing  cares  of  a  domestick  kind,  and 
from  a  confidence  which  I  have  that  my  son,  Theodorick  B. 
McRobert,  and  my  son-in-law,  Samuel  Carter,  will  ac- 
complish my  desire  and  so  consult  the  comfort  of  their 
mother  as  to  render  her  remaining  days  as  peaceful  and 
tranquil  as  may  be.  But  if  she  should  not  be  satisfied  with 
this,  she  may  then  choose  what  part  of  the  estate  she  pleases 
and  occupy  the  same,  without  interruption,  during  her 
pleasure." 

There  is  a  tradition  that  he  named  his  home  "Providence," 
after  a  rain  storm  had  quenched  the  fire  lit  by  British  soldiers 
in  an  attempt  to  burn  it. 

It  is  good  to  know  that  the  dust  of  this  patriot,  scholar  and 
man  of  God  now  rests  in  College  Church  Cemetery,  and  that 
a  suitable  stone  marks  the  spot.

AS  this  is  being  written  the  enrollment  of  the  Freshman 
±\.  class  has  well  passed  the  one  hundred  mark,  and  appli- 
cations are  being  rejected  every  day  with  notice  to  the  appli- 
cants that  their  names  are  being  placed  on  the  waiting  list! 

With  the  present  teaching  force  only  four  sections  in  any 
freshman  subject  are  possible.  This  automatically  limits  this 
class  to  around  one  hundred.  By  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  its  last  meeting  in  June  the  total  enrollment  of 
the  College  was  limited  to  two  hundred  and  fifty.  With 
more  than  one  hundred  new  men  this  limit  is  assured.

The  first  three  in  the 
Sophomore  Class  were  R.  H.  Henneman,  J.  P.  Moore  and 
T.  O.  Keesee.  The  first  three  in  the  Freshman  Class  were 
Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  R.  D.  Williams  and  H.  C.  Bradshaw. 
The  last  three  were  also  the  highest  three  in  College. 

The  MacCorkle  Junior  Scholarship  Prize  went  to  E.  R. 
Arehart,  of  Frankford,  W.  Va. 

The  Tuckett  Sophomore  Scholarship  Prize  was  won  by 
R.  H.  Henneman,  of  Dillwyn,  Va. 

The  Houston  Freshman  Scholarship  Prize  was  won  by 
Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  of  Hampden-Sidney. 

The  Percy  Echols  Scholarship,  awarded  to  the  highest 
ministerial  student,  was  won  by  R.  W.  Harwell,  of  Peters- 
burg. 

The  S.  P.  Lees  Scholarship,  awarded  to  the  ministerial 
student  making  next  to  the  highest  average,  was  won  by 
T.  A.  Harrison,  Jr.,  of  Richmond. 

Rev.  E.  G.  Gammon,  D.  D.,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  awards 
annually  a  loving  cup  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class 
who  has  served  his  College  best.  This  cup  was  won  in  the 
Class  of  '27  by  A.  K.  Dudley,  Jr.,  of  Richmond.  Dudley 
also  won  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion  presented 
by  the  New  York  Southern  Society  and  awarded  at 
Hampden-Sidney,  for  the  first  time,  last  June.  This 
medallion  is  in  recognition  of  outstanding  spiritual  qualities.

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Some  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sidney  Prominent 

In  the  Field  of  Medicine

WHEN  one  recalls  the  fact  that  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  located  in  Richmond,  which  has  sent  out,  and 
is  still  sending  out,  into  the  world  hundreds  of  physicians,  is 
an  offspring  of  Hampden-Sidney,  and  originally  operated 
under  the  charter  of  this  College;  and  the  further  fact  that 
Dr.  John  Peter  Metteauer,  Class  of  1811,  a  surgeon  in  the 
War  of  18 12,  and  one  of  the  most  distinguished  surgeons  the 
country  has  ever  produced,  was  an  alumnus  of  this  institu- 
tion ;  and  when  one  is  also  reminded  that  James  Jones,  of 
Nottoway  County,  of  the  Class  of  1 791,  was  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States  during  the  War  of  1812,  and, 
mixing  politics  with  medicine,  if  not  with  religion,  was  also 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives — when  one 
remembers  these  things  he  might  readily  feel  that  with 
such  an  inspiration  any  young  man,  after  receiving  his 
academic  training  here,  would  likely  turn  toward  the  field  of 
medicine  and  carry  forward  the  standard  raised  by  those  who, 
in  by-gone  days,  trod  these  ancient  halls. 

A  random  glance  through  the  roster  of  Alumni  during  the 
past  fifty  years,  and  especially  during  the  last  twenty-five 
years,  will  reveal  the  fact  that  the  spirit  of  iTsculapius,  sup- 
ported by  kindred  spirits  of  far  more  modern  times,  still 
holds  sway  among  those  who  have  gathered,  and  are  still 
gathering,  in  the  academic  shades  of  Hampden-Sidney. 

In  the  short  space  allotted  to  us  in  the  pages  of  The 
Record  it  will  be  impossible  to  more  than  scratch  the  surface 
in  attempting  to  mention  the  distinguished  doctors  who  at  one 
time  were  students  at  this  College.  Moreover,  unfortunately, 
so  widely  scattered  are  the  sons  of  the  institution,  having 
taken  up  their  homes  in  almost  every  state  of  the  Union,  and 
in  many  foreign  countries,  that  information  regarding  them 
is  not  always  available.  However,  it  may  not  be  without 
interest  to  mention  some  of  those  who  are  rendering  dis- 
tinguished service  in  the  great  humanitarian  cause  of  medicine 
and  surgery. 

In  the  field  of  gynecology  Dr.  Edward  H.  Richardson,  of 
Baltimore,  stands  among  the  most  eminent  physicians  in  the 
country,  his  reputation  being  nation-wide.  He  graduated 
from  Hampden-Sidney  in  the  Class  of  1900,  took  his  medical 
course  in  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and  later  did  his  post- 
graduate work  at  Johns  Hopkins  and  abroad.  He  is  on  the 
teaching  staff  of  Johns  Hopkins  Medical  School  and  holds 
the  honorary  degree  of  LL.  D.  He  is  also  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  member  of  the  following 
Societies:  The  Medical  Society  of  Virginia,  American  Med- 
ical Association,  Southern  Surgical  Association,  and  Southern 
Medical  Association.  A  sketch  of  Dr.  Richardson  has 
appeared  in  a  former  issue  of  The  Record. 

In  the  domain  of  orthopedic  surgery  there  is  perhaps  no 
one  in  the  United  States  who  outranks  Dr.  Willis  C. 
Campbell,  of  Memphis,  Tennessee.  His  reputation  is 
national.  Dr.  Campbell  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1903. 
After  leaving  Hampden-Sidney  he  attended  the  University 
of  Virginia,  from  which  institution  he  graduated  with  high 


honor,  and  then  pursued  his  post-graduate  work  in  New 
^  ork,  Boston  and  Vienna.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Orthopedic  Association,  the  Southern  Surgical  Society,  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  the  Southern  Medical 
Association.  He  is  also  Professor  of  Orthopedic  Surgery  in 
the  University  of  Tennessee. 

Another  man  who  has  attained  a  great  reputation  in  the 
field  of  orthopedics  is  Dr.  William  T.  Graham,  of  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1894.  Besides  being 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  prominent  orthopedic  surgeons 
in,  and  out  of,  the  State  he  has  freely  and  generously  given 
largely  of  his  time  and  his  ability  toward  relieving  the  suffer- 
ing of  those  who  have  not  the  means  of  their  own  to  pay  for 
treatment,  and  hundreds  of  poor  children  owe  to  Dr.  Graham 
their  present  greatly  improved  health. 

Other  Hampden-Sidney  men  who  have  taken  a  high  rank 
in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  City  of  Richmond  are: 
Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  who  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1908, 
who,  with  Dr.  Murat  Willis,  conducts  the  well-known 
private  hospital  known  as  the  Johnston-Willis  in  the  City  of 
Richmond.  Dr.  Johns  has  made  an  eminent  name  for  him- 
self as  a  surgeon  and  holds  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Science.  He  was  in  the  medical  service  of  the  United  States 
Navy  during  the  World  War  and  is  a  member  of  the  leading 
medical  associations; 

Robert  S.  Preston,  of  the  Class  of  1903,  receiving  his 
medical  training  at  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Bellevue 
Hospital,  New  York,  and  abroad.  His  specialty  is  internal 
medicine.  He  served  as  First  Lieutenant  during  the  World 
War  for  two  years,  one  of  which  was  spent  in  France.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia  and  the 
Tri-State,  Southern  and  American  Medical  Associations; 

Drs.  Wyndham  and  Wallace  Blanton,  both  officers  in  the 
Medical  Corps  during  the  World  War,  highly  trained  and 
prominent  physicians  in  the  general  practice  of  medicine ; 
Dr.  S.  W.  Budd,  eminent  as  a  bacteriologist;  Dr.  J.  B.  Fitts, 
officer,  A.  E.  F.,  an  orthopedic  of  note;  Dr.  Moylan  Fitts, 
who  served  in  France  as  a  Major  in  the  Medical  Corps 
during  the  World  War;  Dr.  Benjamin  Rosebro,  whose 
specialty  is  children's  diseases;  Dr.  W.  B.  Lorraine,  homeo- 
path; Dr.  E.  P.  McGavock,  Class  of  1889,  specialist  in 
Dermatology,  M.  D.,  University  of  Virginia,  post-graduate 
work  done  in  New  York,  and  Professor  in  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  and  Dr.  W.  T.  Oppenhiemer,  Jr.  Other 
physicians  in  the  city  also  deserve  special  mention  but  space 
does  not  permit  the  naming  of  them  all. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  in  almost  any  city  in  the  state 
to  which  one  might  turn  there  will  be  found  a  Hampden- 
Sidney  man  occupying  a  position  of  great  distinction  in  the 
field  of  medicine.  In  Lynchburg  there  is  Dr.  James  Morri- 
son, of  the  Class  of  1891,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Virginia.  His  post-graduate  work  was  taken  in  New  York 
and  Philadelphia.  His  specialty  is  ophthalmology,  and 
besides  a  large  clientele  in  the  City  of  Lynchburg  his  services 
are  sought  by  people  from  distant  places.

In  Danville  we  find  Julian  M.  Robinson,  of  the  Class  of 
1895,  who  is  a  Fellow  in  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 
He  received  his  training  at  the  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine and  in  New  York  City,  where  he  did  three  and  one-half 
years  of  post-graduate  work.  His  specialty  is  surgery  and  he 
is  a  member  of  leading  medical  societies  of  the  country.  He 
is  Surgeon  for  the  Southern  Railway  and  Surgeon-in-Chief 
for  Edmunds  Hospital. 

Among  the  best  known  physicians  of  Norfolk  is  Dr.  Joshua 
Warren  White,  eye,  ear  and  throat  specialist.  Dr.  White  is 
a  graduate  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  having  taken 
post-graduate  work  at  the  Manhattan  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat 
Hospital,  New  York  City.  During  the  World  War  he  was 
Chief  of  the  Ophthalogical  Department,  Base  Hospital  90, 
Chaumont,  France.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Laryngological,  Rhinological  and  Otological  Society;  Ameri- 
can College  of  Surgeons,  American  Medical  Association,  and 
Medical  Society  of  Virginia.  Dr.  White  graduated  from 
Hampden-Sidney  in  the  Class  of  1895. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  another  Hampden-Sidney 
man  who  has  met  with  great  success  in  Norfolk.  Dr.  A.  B. 
"Rink"  Hodges,  of  the  Class  of  191 5,  who  received  his  med- 
ical training  at  Columbia  University,  doing  post-graduate 
work  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  being  Instructor  in  Med- 
icine at  that  institution,  1922-23.  He  was  also  in  the 
Medical  Reserve  Corps  during  the  World  War  and  is  a 
member  of  many  medical  societies. 

Dr.  Harry  B.  Stone,  of  the  Class  of  1901,  is  another  eye, 
ear,  nose  and  throat  specialist  who  has  made  an  eminent 
reputation  which  extends  far  beyond  his  city  of  Roanoke, 
Virginia.  He  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  pursued  his  post  graduate  work  at 
the  Cornell  University  Medical  School.  He  volunteered 
for  medical  service  during  the  World  War  and  holds 
membership  in  leading  medical  societies  in  the  country. 

Dr.  T.  A.  Kirk,  of  the  Class  of  1898,  is  another  Roanoke 
physician  who  has  met  with  great  success  in  his  profession. 
He  is  also  an  active  and  interested  alumnus  of  the  College 
and  was  recently  the  President  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

A  comparatively  recent  graduate  of  the  College,  William 
B.  Mcllwaine,  of  the  Class  of  1 912,  has  made  a  great  success 
in  his  native  city  of  Petersburg  in  his  specialty  of  children's 
diseases.  He  received  his  medical  training  at  the  University 
of  Virginia,  pursuing  post-graduate  work  at  New  York  and 
Boston.  He  was  eighteen  months  in  the  service  of  his 
country  during  the  World  War.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  and  Southern  Medical  Asso- 
ciation. 

Dr.  Achilles  L.  Tynes,  of  the  Class  of  1894,  and  who  is 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sidney,  is  a 
leading  physician  in  Staunton  and  that  section  of  Virginia. 
After  taking  his  medical  course  at  the  University  College  of 
Medicine  in  Richmond,  he  pursued  his  post-graduate  work  at 
the  New  York  Polyclinic  Hospital.  He  was  Captain  of  the 
Medical  Corps  during  the  World  War,  being  stationed  at 
Base  Hospital,  Camp  Bowie,  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Augusta  County  Medical  Association,  Med- 
ical Society  of  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  Medical  Society  of 
Virginia  and  American  Medical  Association. 

Two  other  Hampden-Sidney  men  who  have  taken  high 
rank  in  their  profession  in  Staunton  are  Charles  W.  Putney, 
of  the  Class  of  1917,  and  L.  L.  Putney,  of  the  Class  of  1910. 
Both  took  their  medical  course  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  in  Richmond,  the  former  doing  post-graduate  work 
at  Grace  Hospital,  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  at  the  Univer- 
sity  of    Pennsylvania,    and    the    New   York    Post-Graduate 


Medical  School,  as  well  as  attending  clinics  at  Chicago  and 
Rochester,  Minnesota ;  his  specialty  being  surgery  and 
gynecology.  The  latter  took  his  post-graduate  work  at 
Polyclinic  Hospital,  New  York  City.  His  specialty  is  in- 
ternal medicine.  Both  of  these  doctors  are  members  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  Virginia  Medical  Society, 
and  Augusta  County  Medical  Society. 

In  the  field  of  internal  medicine,  David  A.  Haller,  of  the 
Class  of  1908,  who  resides  in  Rochester,  New  York,  has 
achieved  great  success.  He  received  his  medical  training  at 
Columbia  University,  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  and 
Harvard  University.  During  the  World  War  he  rose  to  the 
rank  of  Major  in  the  Medical  Corps.  He  is  Chief  Medical 
Surgeon,  Rochester  General  Hospital,  and  Instructor  in 
Medicine  at  the  Rochester  University  Medical  School,  and 
Associate  Visiting  Physician,  Strong  Memorial  Hospital.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Rochester  Academy  of  Medicine  and  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

The  Class  of  1896,  in  Archibald  MacGill  Fauntleroy,  has 
had  great  distinction  conferred  upon  it.  Dr.  Fauntleroy 
went  into  the  Navy  soon  after  he  completed  his  medical  train- 
ing and  soon  attained  the  rank  of  Captain.  He  served  on 
various  naval  vessels  and  at  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy,  being  Professor  of  Surgery  at  the  United  States 
Naval  Medical  School,  Washington,  D.  C.  He  is  a  Fellow 
of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  Fellow  of  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Medicine.  He  has  recently  retired 
and  is  now  living  at  Ossining,  N.  Y. 

Commander  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Navy,  Luther  Sheldon, 
Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1903,  whose  address  is  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  Navy  Department,  Washington, 
D.  C,  is  another  son  of  the  College  who  has  distinguished 
himself  in  the  Naval  branch  of  the  service.  He  is  a  graduate 
in  medicine  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  having  taken  post- 
graduate work  at  the  City  Hospital  of  New  York.  During 
the  World  War  he  was  Medical  Officer  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
Solace,  and  U.  S.  S.  Kansas.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  the  American  College  of  Surgery. 

One  of  the  leading  surgeons  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  is  Steven 
Trent  Barnett,  of  the  Class  of  1891.  His  specialty  is  surgery, 
gynecology  and  obstetrics.  He  did  his  post-graduate  work 
in  New  York  City  and  is  an  M.  D.  of  the  University  of 
Virginia.  He  holds  membership  in  the  leading  Medical 
Societies  of  the  country. 

A  graduate  of  the  Class  of  191 1,  a  Prince  Edward  boy, 
who  has  met  with  marked  success  in  New  York  City,  is  Dr. 
J.  H.  Dunnington,  who  has  specialized  on  the  eye.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Virginia  and  took  post-graduate 
work  in  the  leading  hospitals  of  New  York.  He  was  an 
officer  in  the  Medical  Corps  during  the  World  War. 

Another  successful  Hampden-Sidney  man  in  the  great 
metropolis  is  Dr.  J.  Sturdivant  Read,  of  Brooklyn,  of  the 
Class  of  1894. 

James  A.  Shackleford,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1916,  who 
graduated  with  distinction  at  Johns  Hopkins  Medical  School, 
has  made  a  name  for  himself  as  a  surgeon  in  his  native  city  of 
Martinsville  where,  together  with  his  father,  he  is  conducting 
a  modern  and  well  equipped  hospital. 

Dr.  Charles  R.  Irving,  now  of  Saltville,  Virginia,  where 
he  is  Surgeon-in-Chief  to  the  Alkaline  Works  there,  after 
graduating  from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  and  doing 
post-graduate  work  in  various  hospitals,  entered  the  army 
where  he  rose  to  the  rank  of  Captain.  He  served  with 
efficiency  and  distinction  in  the  World  War  in  France  and 
was  badly  gassed,  but  is  now  entirely  recovered. 
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A  man  who,  after  graduating  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  doing  post-graduate  work  at  the  Hansford  Gen- 
eral Hospital  in  West  Virginia,  entered  the  army  and  was 
Regimental  Surgeon  for  eighteen  months  with  the  American 
Army  in  France  is  Dr.  William  P.  Gilmer,  '10.  After  that 
he  spent  four  years  as  Medical  Missionary  in  Korea.  He 
has  recently  returned  to  this  country  and  is  in  charge  of  the 
Clifton  Forge  Hospital. 

Two  members  of  the  Class  of  1916  who  have  met  with 
unusual  success  are  Charles  R.  Bugg  and  Hugh  G.  Thomp- 
son. The  former  resides  at  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  and  is 
a  graduate  of  Johns  Hopkins  Medical  School,  and  whose 
specialty  is  diseases  of  children.  He  was  First  Lieutenant 
of  Infantry  during  the  World  War.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Medical  Society,  the  Raleigh  Academy 
of  Medicine  and  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Rex  Hospital.  Dr. 
Thompson  lives  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  and  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  took  his 
post-graduate  training  at  Lankeman  Hospital,  Philadelphia 
Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases,  and  Mary  Drexel  Chil- 
dren's Hospital.  He  is  engaged  in  the  general  practice 
of  medicine  and  was  in  the  Medical  Corps  during  the  World 
War.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  the  West  Virginia  and  Kanawha  County  Medical  Socie- 
ties. 

A  recent  graduate  of  the  College  who  has  obtained  rapid 
promotion  is  Richard  Hugh  Wood,  now  of  Atlanta,  Georgia. 
He  received  his  medical  training  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  the  Memorial  Hospital  of  Richmond,  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital,  Boston,  and  the  Grady  Hospital,  Atlanta, 
Georgia.  He  is  at  present  physician  in  charge  of  the  out- 
patient department  of  the  Emory  University  and  Instructor 
in  Medicine.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical 
Association  and  the  Southern  Medical  Association. 


Before  closing  this  article  mention  should  be  made  of  Dr. 
Paulus  A.  Irving,  who  is  now  the  resident  physician  of  the 
College,  and  who  for  a  number  of  years  was  one  of  the 
leading  physicians  of  the  City  of  Richmond,  at  which  place 
he  was  recognized  as  an  authority  on  children's  diseases,  and 
was  also  Professor  at  the  University  College  of  Medicine. 
During  the  World  War  he  was  Medical  Officer  of  the 
S.  A.  T.  C,  then  conducted  at  Hampden-Sidney.  His 
brother-in-law,  Dr.  Francis  Nash,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
now  retired,  was  for  many  years  a  distinguished  member  of 
the  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy,  and  is  another 
prominent  graduate  of  the  College. 

Two  physicians  who  have  now  passed  to  their  reward,  and 
who  were  resident  physicians  of  the  College;  should  be  men- 
tioned. They  are  Dr.  XV.  M.  Holladay,  known  in  the  entire 
county  as  "The  Beloved  Physician,"  and  Dr.  H.  P.  Lacy. 
Another  is  Commander  Howson  White  Cole,  of  the  Class 
of  1898,  who  served  with  great  distinction  in  the  United 
States  Navy  on  various  war  vessels  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
and  who  died  suddenly  in  Norfolk  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
now  nearly  two  years  ago,  just  after  he  had  paid  a  visit  to 
Hampden-Sidney.  These  men,  and  others,  who  have  passed 
to  the  Great  Beyond  are  held  in  deep  affection  by  friends  of 
the  College  everywhere. 

The  above  is  a  very  incomplete  and  rambling  summary  of 
some  of  Hampden-Sidney 's  sons  who  are  reflecting  honor  on 
their  Alma  Mater.  It  is  far  from  complete  and  the  writer 
begs  that  he  will  not  be  held  to  strict  accountability  for  the 
failure  to  mention  others  who,  he  realizes  full  well,  should 
receive  special  notice.  Though  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
get  data  with  regard  to  alumni  of  the  College  pursuing  the 
profession  of  medicine,  it  has  been  difficult  to  get  responses. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  another  issue  of  The  Record 
goes  to  press  this  information  will  be  obtained  and  the  article 
continued.

Dear  Mr.  Brock: 

I  have  just  received  the  January  copy  of  The  Record,  and  have 
enjoyed  it  greatly.  I  am  much  gratified  to  see  some  effort  made 
to  get  the  old  college  in  the  eye  of  the  world.  It  deserves  it  if  ever 
a  college  did.  I  would  rather  have  a  boy  of  mine  go  to  Hampden- 
Sidney,  under  present  conditions,  than  any  college  in  the  world. 
It  seems  to  me  they  are  doing  a  peculiarly  fine  piece  of  work  there 
now  and  it  makes  a  good  feeling  run  up  and  down  my  backbone 
just  to  think  of  it.  One  of  my  station  colleagues  is  planning  to  send 
two  of  his  sons  there  in  the  autumn,  they  should  finish  at  their 
Shanghai  Preparatory  School  in  June — if  the  Reds  don't  run  them 
out  by  that  time,  which  is  not  very  likely,  I  think.  James,  Jr.,  has 
a  boys'  high  school  (middle  school  they  call  it)  and  told  me  the 
other  day  he  was  trying  to  get  one  of  his  boys  to  go  there.

Dr.  Flournoy  was  elected  a  member  of  "The  Victoria  Institute  of 
Great  Britain"  in  recognition  of  his  book,  "The  Searchlight  of 
St.  Hippolytus."  In  1912,  he  was  awarded,  by  this  society,  the 
"Gunning  Prize"  for  a  paper  entitled  "The  Bearing  of  Archae- 
ological and  Historical  Research  upon  the  New  Testament" — a  paper 
so  valuable  that  it  received  international  notice  and  has  been 
published  in  a  number  of  foreign  languages. 

Now,  Dr.  Flournoy  has  won  the  Gunning  Prize  a  second  time 
for  an  essay  on  "Christ  and  the  Scriptures."  As  Dr.  Hogue  remarks,

Hampden-Sidnev  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  ranks  of- its  alumni 
by  the  death  of  Robert  E.  L.  Ruffner  (09),  on  the  30th  of  June, 
1927,  at  Charleston,  W.  Va. 

Mr.  Ruffner  was  thirty-nine  years  old,  the  son  of  Meredith  P. 
and  Hattie  Maxwell  Ruffner  and  the  descendant  of  a  long  line  of 
Ruffners  prominent  in  the  civic,  social  and  business  life  of  the 
Kanawha  Valley.  The  history  of  his  family  is  closely  linked  with 
the  development  of  the  Valley  from  a  frontier  settlement  to  a  highly 
developed   industrial   and   financial   center. 

Trained  in  the  schools  of  Charleston  and  at  Fishburne  Military 
Academy,  Mr.  Ruffner  entered  Hampden-Sidnev  College  in  1906 
and  was  one  of  the  first  Charlestonians  to  matriculate  there.  As  a 
student  he  took  a  hearty  and  healthy  interest  in  all  college  activities, 
prominent  in  athletic  affairs  and  in  the  social  life.  He  is  remem- 
bered as  an  outstanding  figure  in  football,  being  a  trusty  guard  for 
three  years  on  the  Varsity  Eleven.  Of  the  Chi  Phi  Fraternity  he 
was  a  useful  member,  during  his  college  course,  and  always  in 
later  life  he  retained  his  love  for  the  organization,  responding 
liberally  to  its  every  appeal.

He  was  a  unique  personality,  the  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Drew,  D.  D., 
an  Englishman  of  the  nobility  who,  for  many  years,  was  an  outstand- 
ing member  of  Roanoke  Presbytery,  Virginia,  Pastor  of  the  Chase 
City  and  Clarksville  churches. 

Trained  in  the  old  Prince  Edward  Academy  under  the  late  beloved 
professor,  James  R.  Thornton,  young  Drew,  a  boy  of  rare  natural 
capacity,  early  showed  a  taste  and  aptitude  for  the  sciences.  At 
Hampden-Sidney  he  was  a  brilliant  student  along  this  line,  was  a 
member  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  Fraternity;   all  in  all,  a  marked  man. 

Leaving  Hampden-Sidney  at  the  end  of  his  junior  year  he  entered 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  student  of  pharmacy.  In  due 
time  he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Ph.  G.,  and  immediately  re- 
turned to  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  where,  for  some  years, 
he  conducted  the  drug  store  owned  by  Mr.  William  P.  DuPuy. 

Later,  deciding  that  it  was  his  duty  to  be  a  foreign  missionary, 
he  entered  the  Medical  College  and,  after  graduation,  was  sent  to 
Korea  where,  for  years,  he  labored  for  the  physical  improvement  and 
the  spiritual  regeneration  of  the  people  of  that  heathen  land. 

In  his  work  there  he  contracted  some  eastern  malady  which  made 
it  necessary  for  him  to  abandon  his  chosen  work  and  to  return  to  the 
United  States.  He  never  so  far  regained  his  health  as  to  be  able  to 
resume  his  labors  on  the  mission  field.  Because  of  his  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  diseases  of  the  Orient  and  of  his  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  peoples  and  customs  of  the  east,  the  United  States 
Government  induced  Dr.  Drew  to  accept  an  appointment  in  the 
quarantine  service  with  office  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Here 
he  worked  as  long  as  the  state  of  his  health  permitted  with  his 
usual    enthusiasm   and   efficiency — a   man   of   rare   charm   and   force. 

His  death  occurred  in  December,  1926, 


ALEXANDER  WHITE  PITZER 

On  July  22,  192,7,  Alexander  White  Pitzer,  '54,  A.  B.,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  died  at  his  home  in  Salem,  Virginia,  in  his  ninety-fourth 
year. 

Born  in  1834,  he  graduated  at  Hampden-Sidney  with  the  Class  of 
1854,  then  studied  Theology  in  the  Louisville  Theological  Seminary — 
at  that  time,  of  course,  located  at  Danville,  Kentucky. 

After  the  War  between  the  States,  in  which  he  served  as  Chaplain 
in  the  C.  S.  A.,  Dr.   Pitzer   (May  21,   1868)    organized  the   Central 
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Presbyterian  Church  in  Washington,  D.  C,  of  which  he  was  active 
pastor  for  thirty-eight  years  and  pastor  emeritus  for  twenty-one 
years.  For  a  time,  during  his  residence  in  Washington,  he  was 
professor  in  Howard  University  in  which  he  always  felt  a  deep 
interest.  He  was  also  a  prolific  writer.  One  of  his  books,  "Ecce  Deus 
Homo,"  has  international   repute. 

Dr.  Pitzer  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sidney  when  the  College 
was  at  the  high  tide  of  its  prosperity  under  Dr.  Lewis  W.  Green, 
and  was  associated  as  classmate  or  friend  with  many  distinguished 
men,  among  them  Professor  Walter  Blair,  Dr.  E.  H.  Harding,  Dr. 
T.  W.  Hooper,  Dr.  A.  C.  Hopkins,  Dr.  T.  T.  Jones,  President 
Richard  Mcllwaine,  Dr.  Thomas  Wharey  and  Professor  Charles 
H.  Winston.     Verily,  there  were  giants  in  those  days! 

As  Trustee  of  the  College  for  thirty-seven  years,  1867-1904,  Dr. 
Pitzer   rendered   efficient   service   and   was   an   interested   friend. 


ISAAC  MAYO  READ 

The  Charleston,  S.  C,  Evening  Post,  of  September  2,  1927,  an- 
nounced the  death,  on  September  1,  1927,  of  Isaac  Mayo  Read. 

For  more  than  a  century  after  the  founding  of  Hampden-Sidney, 
the  Reads  of  Charlotte  County,  Virginia,  were  prominent  in  the 
management  of  its  affairs.  Colonel  Thomas  Read  was  Trustee  of 
the  Academv  and  of  the  College  (1775-1817).  Colonel  Isaac  Read 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  (1803-1823).  Dr.  Isaac  Read,  of  the 
Class  of  1813,  was  Trustee  (1839-44).  William  Watkins  Read, 
father  of  the  Isaac  Mayo  Read  whose  death  we  record,  was  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  Class  of  1840  and  a  valued  Trustee  (1877- 
89).  In  all,  there  are  on  the  College  rolls  thirty-five  of  this  well 
known  familv,  men  of  character  and  influence. 

Mr.  Read,  son  of  William  Watkins  Read  and  Paulina  Edmonia 
Carrington,  was  born  at  "Greenfield,"  the  ancestral  home  in  Char- 
lotte Countv,  Virginia,  in  1867,  and  entered  Hampden-Sidney 
College  in  1884.  He  commenced  his  business  career  with  a  phosphate 
company  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  but  he  moved  to  Charleston,  S.  C, 
in  1893  and,  for  years,  was  a  marked  figure  in  the  civic  and  business 
life  of  that  city.  For  a  long  time  he  had  been  vice  president  of  the 
Read  Phosphate  Companv,  highly  esteemed  by  business  associates 
and  beloved  bv  a  wide  circle  of  friends.  Mr.  Read's  wife  was 
Miss  Margaret  C.  Darhey,  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  who  survives  her 
husband  with  three  sons — William  Watkins,  Isaac  Mayo  and 
John  T.  Darbey.

Student  Statistics,  Session  1897-98 

From  Volume  VI — The  Kaleidoscope,  1898 

The  average  Hampden-Sidney  student  is  nineteen  years 
and  three  months  of  age;  five  feet,  nine  and  a  quarter  inches 
in  height,  and  tips  the  scales  at  one  hundred  and  forty-four 
pounds.  He  wears  a  number  seven  hat  and  a  six  and  a  half 
shoe.  He  spends  daily  four  hours  in  the  preparation  of  his 
recitations  and  two  hours  in  exercise.  He  retires  about 
1 1  :3c  p.  m.,  and  rises  about  7  130  a.  m.  He  attends  chapel 
and  church  regularly,  except  when  prevented  by  sickness. 

Add  to  the  foregoing  the  following  facts  and  one  can 
form  a  pretty  good  idea  of  the  Hampden-Sidney  student  and 
his  habits : 

Sixty-two  per  cent,  of  the  students  are  church  members; 
twenty-two  per  cent,  attend  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion meetings;  sixty-nine  per  cent,  sit  in  the  church  gallery; 
thirty-eight  per  cent,  smoke;  twenty-seven  per  cent,  dance; 
twelve  per  cent,  wear  glasses. 

Desiring  to  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  whole  student  body 
in  regard  to  several  points,  we  decided  to  allow  each  student 
an  opportunity  of  casting  a  vote  in  which  he  was  to  answer 
certain  questions.  The  students  took  up  with  this  plan  at 
once  and  in  some  cases  the  competition  was  quite  close  while, 
in  all,  interesting.  The  majority  of  the  students  picked 
mathematics  as  their  favorite  study  and  Sir  Walter  Scott  as 
their  favorite  author.  It  was  decided  that  the  greatest  need 
at  Hampden-Sidney  is  a  new  baseball  pitcher,  though  a 
great  many  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  larger  endowment  of  the 
College  is  a  still  more  pressing  need.

A  college  of  the  size  of 
Hampden-Sidney  is  quite  hard  hit  especially  when  a  hard 
schedule  is  attempted.  Few  small  institutions  would  care 
for  the  assignment  of  meeting  Virginia,  V.  P.  L,  Center  and 
Richmond  not  to  mention  several  rivals  of  equal  enrollment. 
It  is  a  known  fact  that  smooth  and  efficient  team  play  is 
possible  only  with  men  of  experience  and  careful  training 
over  the  period  of  at  least  one  season.
